Ernie Napper takes care of our soldiers every Saturday at Disneyland’s Flag Retreat ceremony

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E very morning and every evening 
since it opened in 1955, Disney¬ 
land has raised and lowered the 
Stars and Stripes at the flagpole 
on Main Street USA, per American flag 
etiquette. But that wasn’t enough for the 
Happiest Place On Earth; in 2005, the park 
began hosting the Flag Retreat, a daily cer¬ 
emony that makes George M. Cohan seem 
as un-American as Abbie Hoffman. There’s 
a barbershop quartet, shout-outs to each 
branch of the military and sing-alongs to 
the Great American Patriotic Songbook. On 
busy Saturdays, it attracts passersby and 
garners a crowd of 30 or 40 people. 

But amidst the spectacle, in the shaded 
benches that circle the flagpole, sits a 
group of veterans and military families 
less invested in the Mouse’s pomp and cir¬ 
cumstance than in the community the cer¬ 
emony has unintentionally created thanks 
to park security guard Ernie Napper. 

Though the ceremony starts around 
4:30 p.m., the group begins arriving several 
hours earlier, catching up over Frappuc- 
cinos from the Disneyland Starbucks and 
staking out spaces on the benches for the 
regulars who trickle in. The attendees 
include Charlie Carmack, a 90-year-old 
World War II veteran from Livingston, 
Tennessee, who served for three years in 
the Navy, weathering typhoons and Zeros 
aboard the famed aircraft carrier USS Essex 
CV-9. And Don, a Vietnam War vet who 
can name the make, model and destination 
of the military planes that pass. They share 
war stories with each other and the rapt 
audience around them. 

“Some of these men have never been 
thanked [for their service]”, explains Susan 
Emslie, a preschool teacher who runs a 
Facebook group dedicated to the ceremony 
that boasts 2,500 members. She’s a com¬ 
pendium of knowledge when it comes to 
the Flag Retreat, rattling off present vet¬ 
erans’ stories and their military rankings 


with ease. “They come around this flagpole 
to be engulfed in love and thanks because 
Ernie taught us that.” 

Napper conducts the Saturday Flag 
Retreats. The vets affectionately call him 
“Gunny” because of his 22 years of service 
as a gunnery sergeant in the Marines. 
Decked out in his dress uniform, Napper 
exudes clout despite his gnarled, lanky 
figure. He’s a minor celebrity in Disneyana 
as the recipient of the Walt Disney Legacy 
Award, the highest honor a park employee 
can receive. 

More than just a cast member hamming 
it up for the crowds, Napper’s earnest 
attention to veterans is what brings so 
many of the Flag Retreat regulars every 
Saturday. Stories of his devotion are legion: 
There was the man who bonded with his 
military father here; when the veteran 
passed away, the son drove to the Retreat 
directly after the funeral so Napper could 
embrace him in silence. One wife of a fallen 
soldier gave Napper her husband’s brace¬ 
let. A leatherneck left Napper his Marine 
Corps tie clasp in his will. An ailing vet’s 
dying wish was to meet Napper and par¬ 
take in the retreat. “He was so weak that 
he had to hold one arm up with the other 
to salute,” Napper explains, holding back 
tears. “To hear someone say that meeting 
you is their dying wish, that’s special.” 

Growing up watching Walt Disney’s 
Wonderful World of Color, Napper was 
enamored with Disney long before he 
joined the park in 1992. Once hired, he 
quickly began assisting with the daily retir¬ 
ing of the colors, which was then treated as 
a mere formality. Napper sought out cast 
members, family, friends and anyone else 
he could to grow the audience. When vet¬ 
erans took notice (and the park’s entertain¬ 
ment sector rebranded the retiring of the 
colors as a celebration of patriotism and 
Americana), the Flag Retreat took off. 

Unsurprisingly, Napper doesn’t take 


credit for the transformation. He sees it as 
carrying out Disney’s dream. “Walt Disney 
always said if you looked into his eyes, 
there would be two flags and his spine 
would be red, white and blue,” he says. 
“He used to watch the flag lowering from 
his [private apartment] window above the 
fire station.” 

The ceremony usually starts right after a 
Frozen-themed parade trickles out. At that 
time, a show-business voice announces 
the impending Flag Retreat over a loud¬ 
speaker: “Disneyland is proud to honor 
those who serve our country.” The Disney¬ 
land band marches down Main Street with 
the Dapper Dans, the park’s barbershop 
quartet, in tow. They head toward the 
flagpole, inviting retreat attendees to sing 
along to “some of the most beautiful words 
ever written about this country”—that 
would be “You’re a Grand Old Flag” and 
“America the Beautiful.” 

Napper stands in military formation 
with two other Disneyland cast members, 
awaiting his cue to lower the flag. The 
band begins playing all the official service 
songs (even the Coast Guard, whose ditty 
is “Semper Paratus”), and the announcer 
invites veterans and members of each sec¬ 
tor to form a circle around the flagpole. 
John F. Kennedy’s “Ask not what your 
country can do for you” appeal plays, fol¬ 
lowed by excerpts of Martin Luther King 
Jr.’s “I Have a Dream” speech, then Neil 
Armstrong’s “That’s one small step for 
man, one giant leap for mankind.” 

On holidays, the circle of veterans gets 
as big as three rings of people around 
the flagpole; on a recent Saturday, it was 
just one. There are usually older veterans 
from the Vietnam War and Gulf War, but 
a few young men and women stand, their 
faces somber. Napper begins shouting 
commendations to the circle of military 
members, singling out a newcomer with a 
“Welcome home, sir.”

The flag lowers, the National Anthem 
playing in sync with the rhythm of its slow 
descent. Napper and his assistants fold 
the flag with precision. At the ceremony’s 
end, one young man in the circle looks up 
toward the sky and wipes away tears. 

It’s hard to imagine the ceremony 
without Napper at the helm, something 
he freely worries about. “I’m afraid that 
when I retire, it will all go away, and I 
don’t want that,” he says. “It’s important 
to honor these veterans. We are losing 
them in generations. 

“I hate to retire, but I’ll have to some¬ 
day,” he concludes. “I’d like to retire at 
the flagpole in uniform. I hope that may 
happen one day, but for now, I’m not 
going anywhere.”

DEAR MEXICAN: I'm 
a health researcher, 
and at my job, I work 
with large data sets, 
including those on births 
in California. Approximately 
half of the births in California are to moth¬ 
ers who have self-identified their race as 
"white" and their ethnicity as "Hispanic." As 
we know, the majority of Latinos in California 
have ancestry from Mexico. I am wonder¬ 
ing why so few Latinos identify their race as 
either Native American or multiracial? We 
know from genetic studies that many Mexi¬ 
cans have a significant proportion of Native 
American ancestry. For example, see Fejer- 
man et al. (Cancer Epidemiology Biomarkers 
and Prevention 2010; 19(4): 1074-82), who 
found that the proportions of Native American 
ancestry among Mexican women averaged 
54 precent among those from Monterrey and 
69 percent among persons from Mexico City.

That stigma still 
carries over to the United States: Figures from 
the 2010 U.S. Census showed that about 175,000 
people identified as "Mexican-American Indian," 
which would make this group the fourth-largest 
Native American tribe in the United Unidos (only 
Cherokee, Choctaw and Navajo would be big¬ 
ger). But considerthat in "Indigenous Oaxacan 
Communities in California: An Overview," a 2007 
paper by Lisa Kresge for the California Institute 
for Rural Studies, the estimated population for 
this group alone was about 350,000—and that's 
just for the Golden State and doesn't include the 
many Purepecha, Yaquis, Otomis, Mayas, Toton-

TOM TAIT OUT OF OFFICE-BUT HE’S NOT GOING WITHOUT A F

A portrait of Max Strobel hangs in a hall on the seventhJloor of Anaheim’s City Hall, just outside the mayor’s office. The agecB 
black-and-white photograph of the city’s first mayoi^elected in 1870, is one of dozens of photos of the men who’ve held the ^ 
job over the past century and a half. White whisked recalling Walt Whitman and bushy Nietzschean mustaches from the 
19th century fade into the clean-shaven mugs omie 20th; hairstyles and glasses reflect the passing decades. Big, tall, skinny, 
small, it’s a smorgasbord of faces save for one thing: They are all white men. | CONTINUED ON PAGE 12 
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T he last portrait belongs to the 

current man in charge, Tom Tait. 
He’s the end of this parade in 
ways both literal and symbolic. 
Thanks to white flight and a rising immi¬ 
grant population, Latinos now make up 53 
percent of Anaheim’s population, while 
whites now constitute just 28 percent—half 
of what they were 20 years ago. A city once 
so reliably Republican that it gave Orange 
County its only U.S. senators (Thomas 
Kuchel and former mayor John Seymour) 
now has more registered Democrats than 
GOPers. And in a position where each 
mayor mirrored the establishment-friendly 
policies of their predecessors, the mild- 
mannered Tait turned into something no 
one expected when he was first elected in 
2010: a populist. 

The 55-year-old Republican has presided 
over one of the city’s most tumultuous eras, 
one for which Anaheim’s voters will offer a 
referendum in this November’s elections as 
he runs for a second term. Two years ago, 
summer riots sparked by police shootings 
made national headlines, as did a lawsuit 
against the city demanding district elections 
to remedy the alleged disenfranchisement 
of Latino voters. A Republican-majority City 
Council has tried to subsidize projects in the 
city’s downtown and resort area, all while 
letting the rest of the city rot. But rather 
than stand with the status quo, Tait dramati¬ 
cally turned against it. He shocked former 
supporters in 2012 by voting against a $158 
million hotel project subsidy. He supports 
district elections, favors civilian oversight 
of police and has engaged in a nasty public 
spat with billionaire Los Angeles Angels of 
Anaheim owner Arte Moreno over subsidiz¬ 
ing the renovation of Angel Stadium. These 
stances have put him at odds with the three 
other Republicans and sole Democrat on the 
City Council, as well as the very Anaheim 
establishment that put him in power—and 
now wants him out. 

Tait faces challengers as he seeks re- 
election this November in former allies- 
turned-enemies: Republican council- 
woman Lucille Kring and Democrat Lorri 
Galloway, a former councilwoman banking 
on an evolving Anaheim and split Repub¬ 
licans to help make her the city’s first non¬ 
white mayor. Bloggers nip at him almost 
daily; campaign strategists are preparing 
political mailers and robocalls that will 
vilify him. Blasted from all sides, though, 
Tait remains unfazed, even giddy, at his 
prospects of re-election. 

“I love being mayor, above it all,” he says. 
“It’s incredible. It’s a wonderful job!” 

ext to Tait’s photo in City Hall 
is that of his predecessor, Curt 
Pringle. In 1988, the OC GOP 
placed uniformed guards at vot¬ 
ing booths in Anaheim and Santa Ana during 


Pringle’s successful run for the California 
Assembly, ostensibly to discourage illegal 
immigrants from voting. Pringle denied any 
knowledge of the ruse, but the move drew 
widespread condemnation; a lawsuit alleg¬ 
ing a conspiracy to violate the voting rights 
of Latinos was settled for $400,000. 

After a failed bid for state Treasurer in 
1998, Pringle founded Pringle & Associ¬ 
ates, an influential public-relations and 
government-affairs firm. Searching for 
political reinvention, he ran for Anaheim 
mayor in 2002 at the encouragement of 
Tait, a councilman at the time. “I was sup¬ 
portive of him being mayor,” Tait says. 

“We were great friends.” 

It was a pro forma endorsement that fell 
in line with Tait’s political trajectory back 
then. He was in the middle of his second 
term at the time, originally appointed to the 
Anaheim City Council in 1995 after previ¬ 
ously serving as a planning commissioner. 
He worked for his father’s civil-engineering 
firm, one so enmeshed in OC Republican 
circles that it employed longtime GOP head 
Tom Fuentes. With Tait’s help, Pringle eas¬ 
ily won the election and quickly set about 
making Anaheim a haven for big business, 
signing off on sweetheart deals for favored 
developers and businesses. 

Eight years later, a termed-out Pringle 
returned Tait’s favor by backing him for the 
mayor’s seat. The political-action commit¬ 
tees (PACs) that dominate Anaheim elec¬ 
tions—the Anaheim Chamber of Commerce, 
Orange County Business Council and Sup¬ 
port Our Anaheim Resort (SOAR)—show¬ 
ered Tait with money and endorsements for 
the 2010 mayoral election, expecting him 
to continue where Pringle left off. Cynthia 
Ward, a longtime fixture in Anaheim poli¬ 
tics, quit her position on SOAR’s advisory 
board over the anointment, arguing the 
move essentially kept Pringle in power. 

“The entire world was convinced that 
Tait was Curt Pringle’s puppet,” Ward 
says. She recalls mentioning her unease to 
then-Anaheim Union High School District 
Trustee, Pringle protege and current Demo¬ 
cratic councilman Jordan Brandman at her 
home: “I’ll never forget it. [He] said, ‘You’ll 
see Tom’s lips moving, but it will be Curt’s 
words coming out of his mouth.’” 

Right-wingblogger Matthew Cun¬ 
ningham consult on Tait’s 2010 campaign. 
“As a former council member and proven 
vote-getter, Tom was the only credible con¬ 
servative candidate willing to run whom I 
thought would continue the pro-business, 
freedom-friendly policies characteristic 
of Anaheim city governance since 2002,” 
Cunningham told the Weekly via email (he 
refused an in-person or phone interview). 

Tait easily inherited Pringle’s position, 
but also a city hall that, he says, was in fis¬ 
cal shambles. Just weeks into the job, Tait 
honed the message for his first State of the 
City speech at the Grove of Anaheim. “I 
had to lay out the case why we had to make 
cuts,” Tait says, claiming that Anaheim was 
losing $56,000 per day when he entered 
office. “I did it very gently. I was careful to 
say this is a problem most cities are facing.” 

Although Tait hailed Pringle as a “dear 
friend” and “world-class mayor” in his 


introduction, the speech rankled Pringle. 
“Tait’s decision to focus on the financial 
situation in our city was deeply offensive 
to Pringle,” says Mishal Montgomery, 
Tait’s policy adviser who previously 
worked for Pringle. She helped Cunning¬ 
ham and Tait draft the address. “I know 
that first-hand. Pringle told me he did not 
like the focus to be on our city being in the 
red when he left office.” 

Tiff aside, Tait enjoyed a tranquil first 
year as mayor; his biggest policy push was a 
“Hi Neighbor” campaign designed to make 
City Hall more accessible to Anaheim resi¬ 
dents. But all that changed when a proposed 
$158 million subsidy for a hotel project near 
the GardenWalk development came before 
the council in early 2012. Two 400-plus- 
room hotels were slated to be constructed 
on an empty plot near the retail plaza, just 
a couple of blocks from the Disneyland 
Resort. The terms proposed that Anaheim 
would forgo collecting 80 percent of the 
bed taxes—by far the city’s greatest revenue 
source—for the first 15 years of operation. 

Pringle and Tait met at the Catch restau¬ 
rant near Angel Stadium on Dec. 7,2011, to 
discuss the deal. The talk took place exactly

one year after Tait was sworn in as mayor, 
meaning it was the first day Pringle could 
legally lobby his former employer. “He told 
me that he was going to be working for the 
GardenWalk [deal] and seeking a full sub¬ 
sidy,” Tait says. “I was surprised, but I didn’t 
think it had any chance of passing.” 

During their meeting, Tait told his friend 
he wouldn’t support him, surprising Ana¬ 
heim’s political establishment, which had 
lined up behind the project. “I think this is 
a big thing, this crony capitalism,” Tait says 
in explaining his vote, calling it a “cancer.” If 
the mayor’s former allies took his vote as a 
surprise, he says, they shouldn’t have. ‘We 
need the money, for one. It belongs to the 
people of Anaheim. It also isn’t fair to the 90 
other hoteliers that do have to pay.” (Ana¬ 
heim has a regular 15 percent bed tax rate 
for hotels and motels.) 

The GardenWalk subsidy still passed, 
enraging community activists and spark¬ 
ing a lawsuit that eventually overturned 
the vote because of an alleged Brown Act 
violation. And it quickly split apart Tait and 
Pringle, sending shockwaves through the 
GOP establishment.

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“Prior to their current estrangement, 
the Pringles and the Taits were the clos¬ 
est of friends and socialized together very 
regularly,” says Mike Schroeder, former 
chairman of the California Republican 
Party. Schroeder has known both men for 
the past 20 years. “As political couples, 
[they] were almost inseparable. I would 
never have anticipated the complete col¬ 
lapse of their relationship. It started spin¬ 
ning downward almost immediately after 
Tom Tait took office as mayor and really 
couldn’t be more glacial now.” 

Tait and Pringle have spoken only once 
since their fallout: a 20-minute meeting at 
Starbucks last year. “He emailed me, and 
I got back to him,” Tait says, refusing to 
divulge details. “It doesn’t hurt to talk.” 

Pringle did not return repeated requests 
for comment on this story. But after the Gar- 
denWalk snub, he and others prepared to 
take Tait down. 

W hile Tait and Pringle 

debated the hotel subsidies, 
the city itself was boiling 
over with long-simmering 
racial and economic tensions. Over one 
weekend in July 2012, police shot and killed 
Manuel Diaz and Joel Acevedo, sparking 
national attention. A previously scheduled 
council meeting fell on the following Tues¬ 
day, July 24, and City Hall became a target 
for a protest that turned into a riot. 

Spurred by the GardenWalk vote and an 
ACLU lawsuit calling for district elections 
filed that June, Tait had requested two 
ballot initiatives be put on the evening’s 
agenda: one required hotel subsidies to go 
before a vote; the other sought to remedy 
the lawsuit by putting single-member 
districts on the ballot. But the door to the 
crowded council chambers was closed. 
People who wanted to speak at the meeting 
couldn’t get in because there wasn’t any 
more room. Cops in riot gear formed a skir¬ 
mish line in front of the building’s entrance. 

“I knew there was something going on 
in the lobby,” Tait recalls of the meeting. “It 
was packed. I didn’t really know what was 
going on outside.” 

Outside, about 1,000 people clashed with 
police. “At one point, we recessed,” Tait 
says. “Police Chief [John Welter] said he 
couldn’t guarantee safety, and the meeting 
canceled early.” 

The mayor accompanied Welter to an 
emergency operations center before going 
home to prepare for his daughter’s wed¬ 
ding that Friday night. Throughout the 
weeklong crisis, Tait put in 16-hour days, 
earning praise from progressive activ¬ 
ists and former opponent Ward, who had 
sided with him soon after his election. 

‘When I first started to catch on was 
when Tait noticed that the city manager had 
that signing authority to [spend] $250,000 


[without consulting anyone] and changed 
it,” Ward says. She’s now a member of the 
Coalition of Anaheim Taxpayers for Eco¬ 
nomic Responsibility (CATER), which has 
sued the city on various issues that Tait just 
happens to oppose, including bonds for an 
Anaheim Convention Center expansion. 
“That’s not the move of a guy on the take. 
That’s an honest guy closing doors.” 

After the riots, Tait reread a 1990 
Los Angeles Times article about Anna 
Drive, the crime-plagued neighborhood 
where an unarmed Diaz was killed. On 
that day, police attacked residents who 
gathered near the scene with non-lethal 
projectiles and an unleashed police dog, 
all of it broadcast on television stations 
worldwide. Alongside councilwoman Gal¬ 
loway, Tait decided to visit Anna Drive. “I 
spent an hour and a half there, listening to 
folks,” Tait says. “They were afraid of the 
police, and it wasn’t faked.” 

Following that meeting, Tait says, he 
became more convinced that Anaheim 
needed a civilian review board to restore 
trust between the community and the cops. 
In January 2013, Tait instructed Anaheim’s 
new city manager to propose a review board 
for the council to adopt, a move that turned 
the city’s police department against him and 
brought scorn from his colleagues on the 
council, who accused him of cozying up to 
gangs and anarchists. A few months later, 
Pringle recorded a robocall paid for by the 
Anaheim Police Association that went to 
70,000 homes. “When it comes to keeping 
Anaheim safe, the city of Anaheim is at a 
crossroads,” he said. ‘Which way will we 
go? Tell Mayor Tait and these liberal groups 
to stop hurting our public safety.” 

F or the 2012 elections, Tait threw 
his support behind two Repub¬ 
lican City Council candidates 
whom he felt would help to build 
a slate that could block hotel subsidies 
such as GardenWalk and lead to a “kinder” 
Anaheim. By then, Cunningham had 
started a blog devoted to discrediting Tait. 
The mayor’s opposition to a light-rail sys¬ 
tem that would run from a Pringle-backed 
high-speed rail depot to Disneyland made 
him additional enemies. And his col¬ 
leagues on the council had slashed Tait’s 
budget so he couldn’t pay Montgomery as 
much as before. 

Tait’s slate didn’t have much success. 
One candidate, John Leos, lost; the other, 
Kring, got in—but she didn’t turn out to be 
the ally Tait expected. 

In May 2013, after a judge overturned the 
council’s previous GardenWalk vote, Kring 
went along with three other council mem¬ 
bers to provide the project with the original 
$158 million subsidy. Kring’s loyalties had 
been clear since February, when the newly 
elected councilwoman held a birthday bash 
and fund-raiser at the McCormick and 
Schmick’s at GardenWalk, where she had 
previously run a wine bar. The list of attend¬ 
ees, which included GardenWalk hotelier 
Bill O’Connell, read like a roster of Tait’s 
political opponents. 

Kring downplays the party. “I happen to 
like McCormick and Schmick’s,” she said. 
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“I’ve never, at a fund-raiser, taken a penny 
from anybody who says they want me to 
vote a certain way I don’t play that game.” 

Following the GardenWalk re-vote, Tait 
turned the last of his big-business support¬ 
ers against him by publicly disclosing a 
proposal to renew an expiring Los Angeles 
Angels of Anaheim lease agreement. The 
non-binding framework offered a dollar- 
per-year rent to owner Arte Moreno for 
66 years on 155 acres of publicly owned 
land around the stadium and all of the 
tax revenue from future development. In 
exchange, Moreno would handle the costs 
of stadium renovations. 

Tait voted against the proposal, angering 
the Anaheim Chamber of Commerce; they’ve 
now started a group, Keep the Angels, that 
blames Tait for Moreno’s threatening to move 
the team if negotiations don’t go his way. 

“Tait just says ‘no’ to everything,” says 
Kring, who announced her current race 
against Tait with a November 2013 press 
conference outside Angel Stadium. “We 
don’t believe Tait really represents the 
Republican Party.” 

Around that time, Galloway announced 
her candidacy. She and Tait held a long 
political and personal friendship as neigh¬ 
bors in Anaheim Hills—they were the only 


council members to vote against the origi¬ 
nal GardenWalk project. But that partner¬ 
ship changed when Galloway invited Tait 
over to unveil her political ambitions: She 
planned to run for mayor and wanted him 
to step down for a council bid. “That’s not 
going to happen,” Tait says he told her. 

“He thought it was a betrayal, and I felt 
very badly that’s the initial way he saw it 
because I still don’t think it’s a betrayal,” 
Galloway says, adding that she feels Tait 
fails to show leadership by publicly lock¬ 
ing horns with council members too often. 
“I can handle it in a different way that 
would be better for the city. 

‘We are opponents,” she continues. “Hope¬ 
fully, afterward, we can be friends again.” 

Taif s remaining supporters are an 
unlikely coalition of GOP stalwarts (OC 
Republican Party head Scott Baugh, Flash 
Report blogger Jon Fleischman), good- 
government watchdogs and Latino activists 
such as Jose F. Moreno (an Anaheim City 
School District board member, Los Amigos 
of Orange County president and current 
Anaheim City Council candidate). Moreno 
was a plaintiff in the ACLU district-elections 
lawsuit who nevertheless appeared with 
Tait in rallies. His support has further fueled

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Tait’s conservative critics and has Moreno 
fighting accusations of being a vendido for 
not supporting his fellow Democrat, Gal¬ 
loway. But backing Tait comes down to three 
major issues for Moreno: district elections, 
corporate subsidies and police oversight. 

“It’s addition by subtraction,” he argues. 
“If Galloway were to win, we lose someone 
who has been on the right side of the big 
issues of the past three years.” 

O n a recent afternoon, Tait 

reclines in the chair of his office 
at the Santa Ana headquarters 
of Tait & Associates, now cel¬ 
ebrating its 50th anniversary. Despite the 
efforts of Cunningham and anonymous 
writers on his blog to paint Tait as a liberal 
conspirator, the pictures in Tait’s office tell 
another story. Resting on a bookcase shelf 
are photos of him with former New York 
mayor Rudy Giuliani and President George 
W. Bush. Perched above them is a portrait of 
Tait with his political hero, the late Ronald 
Reagan. A plaque proclaiming Tait as local 
elected official of the year in 2013 by the 
Republican Party of Orange County rests 
near sea-green-leather-encased law vol¬ 
umes that line his bookcase. 



Atop Tait’s desk is a mounted baseball. 

“I look at my job, and I think of myself as 
standing on the pitcher’s mound at Angel 
Stadium, ironically,” Tait says. “I think 
of that image of all those people who are 
looking to me to look out for their best 
interest, even though they don’t know me. 
Most of them don’t know my name, but 
they know there’s a mayor there who is 
supposed to be doing that.” 

Tait knows he can’t count on the same 
powerful backers who helped him get 
elected in 2010 this time around. But the 
mayor doesn’t think it hurts his chances—in 
fact, he’s counting on it. He already scored 
a victory by successfully fending off a ballot 
measure that would’ve reduced an Anaheim 
mayoral term from four years to two. The OC 
GOP officially endorsed Tait last month, with 
Baugh blasting Kring and councilwoman 
Kris Murray in previous meetings for mess¬ 
ing with him. Tait is endorsing Republicans 
James Vanderbilt and Doug Pettibone in 
their runs for City Council seats against 
Murray and fellow Republican Gail East¬ 
man; if elected, Tait would finally have the 
majority that has escaped him during Ana¬ 
heim’s most trying times. 

“I have a much stronger base than 
I did four years ago,” he argues, as the 
sun begins to set. “It’s directly with the 
people.... Hopefully, people will say I 
stood up for people’s rights and did what I 
thought was right, regardless of politics.” 

The vote this November will prove him 
either right or wrong.

The Waiting Is the 
Hardest Part 


Are the soup dumplings at Din Tai Fung worth a three-hour line?

I t was 7:30 on a Saturday night. I was 
in a line of people that stretched 
from Sears to the Carousel Court- 
spanning an entire wing of South 
Coast Plaza. From one end to the other, it 
would be a two-and-a-half-hour wait. But 
this was only half of it. At 4:30 p.m., I was 
in another line to put my name and cell 
number on a list so that someone could 
text me for the privilege of standing in this 
line. If it sounds as bad as the DMV, you’re 
wrong—at least you can sit while waiting 
at the DMV. 

This is Din Tai Fung, the first OC outpost 
of the Taiwanese-based chain famous for 
xiaolongbaos (a.k.a. juicy pork dumplings). 
And if you aren’t in line trying to get some, 
you’re wondering what the fuss is about. 

“Is this line all for that restaurant?” a 
woman asked one of the security guards the 
mall hired to control the mobs. 

“Are they giving out free food or 
something?” another wondered aloud 
as she passed. 

I had to shrug when a man on his way 
to Starbucks asked me, “Is this place really 
worth it?” Three hours earlier, as a Din 
Tai Fung devotee, I would have uttered 
an unequivocal yes. Now that my initial 
amusement at the ridiculousness of the 
queue had turned to exasperation and 
hunger, I wasn’t so sure. I realized at the 
two-and-a-half-hour mark that in the time 
I’d been standing, I could’ve driven to either 
of Din Tai Fung’s Arcadia branches—as I do 
every other month—eaten and driven back. 

Though I anticipated it would be 
popular, I wasn’t prepared for this. But it’s 
exactly the kind of reception that South 
Coast Plaza’s management had hoped for. 
They knew that enticing Din Tai Fung to 
open here would attract its huge fan base, 
some of whom belong to a growing class of 
affluent Chinese spenders. Fact: In the new 
Riviera, the rich don’t eat caviar; they eat 
dumplings—these dumplings. And what’s a 
better waiting area for those Din Tai Fung- 
loving whales than a mall with thousand- 
dollar purses and Jimmy Choo shoes for 
sale? Din Tai Fung isn’t even an expensive 
restaurant by South Coast Plaza standards— 
AnQi is much more high-brow. But in the 
Asian world, Din Tai Fung has as sterling a 
reputation as Louis Vuitton. 

Shanghainese in origin, but perfected in 
Taiwan by Din Tai Fung’s Chinese found¬ 
ers, xiaolongbaos are bite-sized, soup-filled 
purses of pork. And just as at every Din Tai 
Fung, the South Coast Plaza branch has its 
workers behind a glass partition making 
the dumplings by hand, one-by-one. You 
see them flattening the dinner-mint-sized 


pellets of dough into thin discs; smearing 
them with the ground pork and aspic filling; 
then knitting the tops into spiraling folds 
that crimps them shut. The dumplings are 
grouped 10 to a basket and steamed. As the 
pork cooks, the aspic melts into soup—the 
xiaolongbaos are born. 

When my party and I were finally seated 
at nearly 8:15 p.m., our order came out 
scarcely minutes after we handed the wait¬ 
ress our scribbled-in order sheet. We ate 
them as we usually do: picking each one up 
tenderly with chopsticks so as to not punc¬ 
ture their sagging, broth-filled bellies. After 
a quick soak in vinegar, we perched them 
on our spoons with a few shreds of ginger. 
On the first few, we bit off the tops and 
sipped the soup—they were too scalding 
otherwise. As they cooled slightly, we ate 
them whole, the sacks bursting their sweet 
porkiness in our mouths. 

The good news is the dumplings are 
just as good here as they are at the Arcadia 
locations—the skin thinner, more delicate 
and elastic than those at Mei Long Village 
and Mama Lu’s, two of the most venerable 
SGV xiaolongbao purveyors. And because 
Din Tai Fung is known for its consistency

as much as its lines, the oil-blanched green 
beans are still crisp-tender and the pickled 
cucumbers garlicky and brisk. The pork 
chop fried rice is especially perfect, a trea¬ 
tise on the clean, simple flavors that are 
hallmarks of Taiwanese cooking. But there 
are a few notable differences between this 
restaurant and the Arcadia branches. Tea 
is not free, but a full bar is available. And as 
at the Glendale store, the ultra-costly black 
truffle xiaolongbaos are offered; one of the 
managers told us they should be eaten with 
no vinegar and a cleansed palate. 

Unless you intend to eat by yourself at 
the first-come-first-serve bar stools, is it 
worth the wait? Probably not right now. 

The next day, a friend who was stuck in line 
texted a picture. Din Tai Fung had appar¬ 
ently put up a sign that read, “The wait time 
from this point is around 7 hours.”

I some yoga goddess early one Tuesday 
morning as she entered El Porton Colombiano 
in Huntington Beach. And now you know the 
biggest problem this tiny eatery faces. Not 
only is it justthe third Colombian restaurant 
to open in OC, but its also in a shopping 
plaza in Huntington Beach better known for 
the Corner and Lucci's Deli than anything 
paisa —notthe Mexican Spanish paisa but 
Colombian paisa, a term of endearment in 
the country instead of denigration as it is in 
Mexico. Confused? Now imagine how the 
locals must feel. 

Its a shame because Colombian food 
is actually perfect surfer grub, all about 
starches and meat and filling up your stom¬ 
ach with heroic portions. And El Porton ("The 
Gate" in Colombian Spanish... I think) brings 
on the grub in a gorgeous spot decorated 
with Botero prints, historic photos of Colom¬ 
bia and a color scheme so coordinated the 
Colombian flag is represented by blue table 
mats, red napkins and yellow seats. The own¬ 
ers know the uphill battle to get customers in, 
so the menu is mostly a collection of "tapas" 
(really, Colombian appetizers made small and 
cheap for sharing) and arepas, those thick 
discs of masa that Colombians eat as though 
they were sopes. The offerings skip across 
Colombia, from savory green plantains to 
blood sausage to empanadas and more—all 
delicious. Almost everything comes with 
a side of hogao, a sauce that's essentially 
onions sauteed into a jam—umami at its 
finest. Only a couple of main courses are 
currently on the menu—bandeja paisa (the 
combo plate of Colombia, chockablock with 
chorizo, chicharrones, yucca, more meat and 
still more meat), sancocho, and the glories of 
the cazuelita paisa (see how the Colombians 
like paisa?), bean stew spiked with chichar¬ 
rones and chorizo. It's the Atkins diet on 
steroids. Wash it down with any of the fruit 
juices or smoothies, porfas. 

El Porton still has kinks to work out as its 
one-month anniversary approaches. The 
arepas are almost always gummy in the cen¬ 
ter. And it's never kosher to have one of your 
employees eat lunch in front of everyone— 
and for that lunch to be a Subway sandwich 
and Flamin' Hot Cheetos. But do visit this 
spot—and do your favorite infernal rag a 
proper, and don't ask for tacos, m'kay?

Primarily Garnacha (Grenache), with Tempra- 
nillo and Syrah, this is the exact type of wine we 
constantly look for when it comes to our wine of 
the month program: the quality and value are both 
very high, the cost is quite reasonable.

The nose is rich and multilayered, with lots of 
dark fruit scents, blackberries, dark plums, meshed 
with Dutch licorice, graphite, earth, exotic florals, 
cigar box and peppercorn. Black fruits dominate on 
the palate but are balanced with good acidity. The 
mouthfeel is lush but not over-the-top, as the fruits play 
with baking spices, earthy minerality and a soupgon 
of black pepper. The mid-length finish reverberated 
with the dark fruit theme, receding gently. 

This is the perfect late summer, early fall 
wine-- get away one more weekend, or keep the grill 
handy for that last barbecue as this wine will help the 
sun shine just a bit longer.

Border Disorder 

Frontera mines a crisis for smart, compelling drama

S ome movies seem to be put on 
this Earth just for actors. You 
look at the synopsis of a pic¬ 
ture, and you think, “Well, it 
could be okay,” but then you notice who’s 
in it—maybe a performer you like but 
haven’t seen in a while, or someone you 
never liked at all, but the casting piques 
your curiosity—and you suddenly think 
it might be something you’d like to see. 
Michael Berry’s debut feature, Frontera, is 
very much a movie that could have been 
made 25 or 30 years ago, in the good way: 
A drama about an illegal Mexican immi¬ 
grant (Michael Pena) who becomes a sus¬ 
pect in the death of the wife of a former 
Arizona sheriff (Ed Harris), it’s actually 
about something greater than its mere 
mechanics. Chiefly, though, Frontera is a 
showcase for actors. Harris, in particular, 
does something we’ve seen him do doz¬ 
ens of times before—his character is the 
laconic man of principle—but he’s so good 
at it, you warm right up to his rhythms. 
He’s like a fire you want to get close to; 
that’s the kind of thing a casually wonder¬ 
ful actor such as Harris can do. 

Harris plays Roy, a grouchy retiree who 
now devotes his life to poking around his 


ranch and, probably, driving his wife, Livy 
(Amy Madigan, also Harris’ wife in real 
life), a little crazy. In an early scene, he 
says goodbye as she takes off to ride her 
horse along the trails that wind through 
the property. One trail is particularly 
appealing, which means everyone seems 
to like it, especially, as Roy notes, those 
“damn Mexicans.” Earlier, we’ve seen 
young husband and father Miguel (Pena) 
leaving his pregnant wife, Paulina (Eva 
Longoria), and young daughter in Mexico 
for at least the second time: He’s headed 
back to the States, illegally—he has already 
been deported once, but he can’t help try¬ 
ing again. His father-in-law has persuaded 
him to take along a ne’er-do-well friend of 
the family, Jose (Michael Ray Escamilla). 
At the beginning of the long trip through 
the desert, Jose greedily drains his water 
bottle and demands Miguel refill it from 
his own supply. There’s no doubt this guy 
spells trouble. 

But not as much trouble as stupid white 
guys: A bunch of bad-apple teenagers 
persuade their possibly more principled 
friend Sean (Seth Adkins) to grab his rifle 
and head off to a local ridge. They assure 
him they’re not going to do boring stuff 


such as shoot at cactus. The less-than- 
innocent fun they get up to launches a 
chain of events that ruins lives, and, of 
course, there’s always a way to prove that 
“damn Mexicans” are to blame. 

Frontera riffs on a number of contem¬ 
porary political realities: the distrust and 
condescension Americans feel toward 
our neighbors south of the border, the 
prevalence of vile coyotes who prey upon 
Mexican citizens desperate to cross over, 
and the all-too-common tendencies of law 
enforcement to see itself as being above 
the law. Berry, who co-wrote the script 
with Louis Moulinet, isn’t afraid to use 
melodrama as a tool to highlight injustice. 
The movie’s structure and approach are so 
straightforward you might be tempted to 
call them simplistic, and there are places 
in which Berry stretches plausibility. But 
the very un-flashiness of Frontera makes it 
effective. This is, unapologetically, a mod¬ 
ern western, an updating of the same kind 
of veiled social statements that Anthony 
Mann and Budd Boetticher made in the 
1950s with movies such as The Naked 
Spur and The Tall T, movies that used 
codes of the old west to reflect new states 
of confusion and unrest. As in those 
pictures, the landscape of Frontera is its 
own world of beauty and ruthlessness: 
Cinematographer Joel Ransom captures 
the seeming paradox of skies that stretch 
on forever and countries that are, along 
some stretches, divided by little more 
than a flimsy fence—though even these

fences can be nearly insurmountable for 
outsiders. In one chilling, beautiful shot, 
Miguel and Jose pick their way along a 
trail littered with discarded clothes and 
empty water bottles, the detritus of weary, 
dejected travelers, everything bleached by 
the sun to a state of despair. 

The actors live up to the landscape. 
Pena comes off as a human being, not 
just a Symbol of Struggle. He’s especially 
good in a late scene with Longoria (who 
gives a delicately calibrated performance), 
one in which he shrugs off the stereotype 
of the macho Mexican with a simple, 
touching gesture. And it’s wonderful to 
see Madigan and Harris sparring and 
scowling, their characters showing for 
each other the gruff affection of many 
longtime-married couples. They have just 
one brief scene together, but it sets the 
groundwork for everything else in Harris’ 
performance. As Roy, he’s thoughtful, reti¬ 
cent, a little bit tortured beneath that all- 
American, deep-blue-eyed facade. This is 
a man who wants to do the right thing and 
comes around to it slowly but definitively, 
the way a horse takes an amble around the 
paddock before realizing what he really 
needs to do is run.

Its 
premise is intriguing: What if Jesse 
Presley, Elvis' twin brother who was 
stillborn at birth, was in fact secretly 
given to a traveling minister (Ray Liotta)? 
What happens next is shocking only in 
its banality. The adopted child (Noah 
Urrea in his youth, Blake Rayne as an 
adult) grows up to be a very nice boy. 
Somebody give this movie a peanut 
butter and bacon sandwich. Of course, 
director Dustin Marcellino can't come out 
and say The Identicals about The King. 
Here, the rocker has been redubbed 
Drexel Hemsley. He's called The Dream 
rather than The King, which is still 
cooler than his long-lost brother, whom 
Liotta's preacher man christens Ryan. 
That's where the feint ends. In real life, 
star Blake Rayne is a professional Elvis 
impersonator in Nashville. Rayne fits the 
film, which is itself a cardboard cutout of 
a movie. All the rough edges of Elvis' life 
have been smoothed, but there's plenty of 
religion. Instead of making Rayne suffer a 
tricky double role, the film shoves Drexel 
in the background. This is Ryan's story, 
and Ryan is boring. He and his drum¬ 
mer Dino (Seth Green) play a handful of 
shows, and then notice that his doppel- 
ganger Drexel is burning up the charts. 
They look alike, sound alike, and both 
sing songs about boogie-woogie. Nothing 
much happens, other than that. The script 
is credited to Howard Klausner (Space 
Cowboys ), but there's a more powerful 
narrator calling the shots: God. Frankly, 
God makes a terrible screenwriter. (PG) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

AS ABOVE, SO BELOW As Above, So 
Below is sometimes creepy but mostly 
silly, which is too bad because the 
film's cramped subterranean setting is 
inherently unnerving. Fearless, beautiful 
Scarlett (Perdita Weeks) is an English 
archaeologist desperate to fulfill her 
late father's dream of finding an ancient 
stone which is said to grant eternal life. 
Convinced that the stone rests in the 
vast catacombs that lie beneath Paris, 
Scarlett persuades her brainiac former 
beau (Ben Feldman) to help her, along 
with a wily young guide (Frangois Civil) 
and his two friends, who don't do much 
except up the film's body count. Writer- 
director John Erick Dowdle ( Quarantine ) 
and his brother, co-writer Drew Dowdle, 
are old-school—they still believe in 
the found-footage genre. Scarlett and 
company, which includes Benji the docu- 
mentarian (Edwin Hodge), have cameras 
clipped to their headlamps, and when 
they twist and turn in panic—which is 
often—the action becomes an indeci¬ 
pherable blur. The talented cast works 
wonders with material that's a confusing 
hybrid of The Descent and The DaVinci 
Code (hieroglyphs abound). As Above, So 
Below features a gate to Hell and darting 
demons, but its most memorably weird 
moment is a sound effect younger view¬ 
ers may barely recognize—the long, per¬ 
sistent ring of a rotary phone. (R) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE APES 

Who knows why, but the sight of apes 


sitting tall and proud on horseback is 
stirring in a primal way. That's one of the 
best images in Matt Reeves' Dawn of 
the Planet of the Apes, the sequel to the 
enormously successful 2011 Rise of the 
Planet of the Apes, in which a bunch of 
chimps become super-smart and break 
out of chimp jail, running roughshod over 
the Golden Gate Bridge and scurrying to 
eternal safety in the Redwood forest. No 
matter: Dawn of the Planet of the Apes 
is a much better and far less silly movie 
than its predecessor: It lives so confi¬ 
dently in its invented universe that you 
almost believe a society of apes could 
thrive on the outskirts of San Francisco, 
with the little ones learning their alphabet 
by scrutinizing letters scrawled on the 
face of a rock, and the big ones casting 
deeply meaningful looks at one another 
when they're not communicating via sign 
language and the occasional spoken 
word. Hey, it's San Francisco—anything 
goes. Reeves is deft at navigating the 
action, including lots of acrobatic chimp- 
vs.-chimp combat. There's an unnerving 
and exhilarating sequence in which those 
apes on horseback charge into the city 
from the forest, pissed as hell. Chimps 
and horses also stride, peacefully this 
time, through one of the picture's most 
majestic sequences, in which electrical 
power is restored to an old gas sta¬ 
tion. An excited human wastes no time 
cranking up the tunes: The song is the 
Band's version of "The Weight," and for a 
moment, apes and humans pause to take 
some pleasure in the sound, which drifts 
through the night like a laid-back cricket 
symphony. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE GIVER The Giver is more simple and 


raw than the rest of today's teen dys¬ 
topias that try to cram in unnecessary 
backstory and love triangles. (Original 
author Lois Lowry published her novel 
in 1993, which makes it officially the 
cool aunt of Katniss and the kids.) The 
story picks up several generations after 
humanity has done something so awful 
that our descendants have wiped it 
from memory. They've forcibly forgotten 
a lot of other things, too: how to kiss, 
how to clap, and how to lie. To keep the 
peace, everyone's mood is medicated 
in the morning. There's no fear, no hate, 
no envy, no violence, and no risk. In 
short, it's a helicopter parent's utopia. 
Teenagers, of course, would hate it 
if they were missing out on dancing 
and lust. But only one, Jonas (Brenton 
Thwaites), is learning what they've 
lost. He's been appointed the Keeper 
of Memories—the sage who uses the 
mistakes of the past to advise the leaders 
of the present—and his trainer, the out¬ 
going Keeper (Jeff Bridges), is charged 
with filling him in on what mankind has 
lost: crowd-surfing and Tiananmen 
Square and polar bears. Director Phillip 
Noyce (Patriot Games ) leans heavily on 
montages that cut to Jonas startled and 
heavy with the weight of what he's just 
learned, and as he furtively cuts back on 
his meds, the film slowly saturates from 
black-and-white to pale pastels to the 
full, rich rainbow of life, including the 
auburn hair that graces the childhood 
friend (Odeya Rush) he now realizes he 
loves. Teens and preteens who choose to 
buy tickets to this imperfect but straight¬ 
forward charmer could choose much, 
much worse. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide.

Get the Guts to Live 

STAGEStheatre’s production of Cat On a Hot Tin Roof needs to smolder more

I t wasn’t easy being queer in America 
in 1953, when Tennessee Williams 
settled into a Key West studio to 
begin writing Cat On a Hot Tin Roof. 
Earlier that year, Miami passed an ordi¬ 
nance requiring chaperones in movie the¬ 
aters to protect teenage customers from 
“homosexual predators.” In the summer, 
while living in New York, Williams wit¬ 
nessed a roundup of gay men in bars and 
on beaches, the names of those arrested 
appearing in the newspapers. Then, mov¬ 
ing to New Orleans, he witnessed scores 
of men and women arrested in LGBT bars 
across the city. Homosexuality was under 
siege in America, and while it was obvi¬ 
ously difficult to out oneself, it was just as 
dangerous to even be suspected. 

That context certainly factored into 
Cat. Brick Pollitt, former star athlete 
turned drunkard, has given up on family 
and future in favor of the bottle. But his 
wife, Maggie—the Cat—is determined to 
not let him. She loves him fiercely, but she 
knows that without him—and the size¬ 
able inheritance he stands to get if he can 
pull himself together, or at least knock her 
up—she is destined to remain in the same 
relative poverty she grew up in. 

There’s one problem: Brick won’t sleep 
in the same bed as her, let alone touch her. 
And the reason for that has been one of 
the most analyzed and dissected subjects 
in American drama: “Is Brick gay?” 

No production, short of brazenly 
tweaking Williams’ script (such as, say, 
including Brick beating off to pictures of 
naked men), can truly answer that. Wil¬ 
liams is ambiguous in the writing, leaving 
it up to each audience member to ponder 
the question. Nor is there a clear answer 
in this STAGEStheatre production. It’s 
a straightforward staging, and director 
Joe Parrish, who also plays patriarch Big 
Daddy, doesn’t seem overly concerned 
with making a statement about Brick’s 
sexuality or the anything-but- conclusive 
final moments of the play. (One thing is 
clear, however, in this show: Whatever 
Brick is wrestling with, the two people 
whose opinion matters the most, his wife 
and his father, don’t judge him harshly.) 

It’s admirable to do the play as written 
and let audience members walk away with 
questions instead of ramming answers 
down their gullets. Where this produc¬ 
tion stumbles, however, is that it’s dif¬ 
ficult to care about Brick’s plight or that 
of the other major characters. This is a 
play about many things: the mendacity of 
affluent Americans; the conflict between 
illusion and truth; choosing life or death. 
But it’s all bound in the sweaty, sticky rib¬ 
bon of sexual energy, whether restrained 


or amplified. And this production fails 
to generate much heat. And without that 
heat, the characters never truly bloom. 

Maggie is the one character who clearly 
chooses life. Unfortunately, while strik¬ 
ing to look at, Lysa Apostle’s Maggie feels 
more petulant and stubborn than ener¬ 
gized to win back her husband in bed and 
seizing her destiny. She seems reactive 
rather than the most dynamic character 
on a stage surrounded by those facing 
spiritual, psychic or physical demise. 

Mark Bowen’s Brick is also reactive—but 
while just as pleasing on the eyes as Mag¬ 
gie, he also seems to lack the smoldering 
fire that supports his occasional physical 
outbursts. The most vigorous characters 
are Parrish and Rose London as the long- 
suffering matriarch, Big Mama. While 
Parrish doesn’t capture the towering 
grandiosity of Big Daddy, he delivers a 
rich, funny performance, and when the 
older guy talks of reclaiming life by find¬ 
ing some young hottie to bang, it’s one 
of the few times in which sexual energy 
actually manifests. 

Why Brick has chosen the bottle 
over his wife and any sustainable 
future—because of closeted feelings for 
his best friend, Skipper, because of his 
and Maggie’s role in Skipper’s fate, or 


merely because he lives in fear of even 
being suspected of harboring impure 
urges—remains Cat On a Hot Tin Roofs 
most compelling question. And you can’t 
help but wonder why feminists haven’t 
latched onto this work as emblematic of 
American misogyny, whether spawned 
from a straight or gay writer’s vision. 

All three women are continually told to 
shut up or berated. For a contemporary 
viewer, that feels more problematic than 
Brick’s sexuality. 

Even with that wincing aspect (and a 
poor directorial choice to use soft music 
underscoring in the play’s final moment, 
lessening the impact of the very real 
choice Maggie and Brick contemplate, 
one that will either save or destroy at least 
one character), this is a solid production 
that tells Williams’ story well and gives 
his poetic, coarse dialogue free rein. The 
fact it never elevates to the raw energy of 
street cats going at it in an alley is regret¬ 
table, but not fatal.

Konseptual Art Kommunity 

Santa Ana’s young artists create a launching pad for talent in the form of a festival

O range County has a reputation 
for lacking in racial diversity, 
but that’s less apparent as 
you look at the dozens of art¬ 
ists, musicians, photographers, DJs and 
designers who have come together for the 
second annual Konsept Art and Music 
Festival in Santa Ana. 

There’s Shawn Nguyen, a.k.a. DJ 
Sarisuk, who is the resident DJ at Sutra. 
There’s also Jackie Estrada, a photogra¬ 
pher who organizes monthly showcases in 
the Arts District. There’s David Allen and 
Kevin Ferrer, founders of Orange-based, 
hip-hop-loving, media and art group 
Locally Grown Collective. Then there’s 
Tyson Pruong, the Cambodian-American 
who binds all these young creatives 
together as Konsept, an art collective 
started by the Santa Ana native three 
years ago. 

“I love my city, and as an artist and 
musician myself, it was hard to find 
opportunities to get out there,” Pru¬ 
ong says. “I just wanted to build a free 
network to help people find those step¬ 
ping stones for where they want to be. 

I wanted to focus on people in our area 
so we could build a scene together here, 
rather than trying to leave to LA. Santa 
Ana was a growing art scene, but they 
never had people our age pushing.” 

The fact that everyone involved with 
Konsept’s art and music festival is younger 
than 30 speaks volumes about the new 


blood pulsing through downtown Santa 
Ana’s art scene. For the past few years, the 
collective’s 14 or so consistent members 
have been building their fan bases and 
making their mark on the city’s decades- 
old art community through monthly 
exhibitions of contemporary photos, 
sculpture, video, painting and more. And 
last December, the team hosted a free one- 
day festival—replete with a music stage 
flanked by local vendors and art instal¬ 
lations—to celebrate all the creativity 
they’ve fostered. 

For the second installment, Konsept 
went even larger—much larger. Teaming up 
with others—from 2013 headliners Locally 
Grown Collective to DJ Sarisuk—looking to 
share and spread the local-art gospel, the 
festival will take over six venues (includ¬ 
ing a movie theater, an empty storefront 
and a rooftop) during the First Saturdays 
Art Walk. With 12 hours of live music and 
more than 50 vendors and artists, it’s sure 
to be the most epic multiblock, multicul¬ 
tural, multimedia, multieverything, grass¬ 
roots arts event the county has ever seen. 

“Everybody’s been grinding all year, and 
they deserve the opportunity to do some¬ 
thing on a big scale. That’s what’s going 
to make us grow as a community,” Pruong 
says. “It’s more a chance for everyone to 
showcase their work. We bring in some 
sponsors, and they bring their representa¬ 
tives, and who knows? Maybe someone 
will get discovered.” 


Beyond the hope of having their work 
seen by a wider audience, many of the 
artists participating in the Konsept Music 
and Arts Festival were drawn to its higher 
purpose: All proceeds will be donated to 
Waste Not OC, a food-recovery nonprofit 
that works with low-income families and 
homeless in the area. 

Though the event itself is free for attend¬ 
ees, the festival charges vendors to set up 
and earns bar percentages from venues, 
plus it will be raffling off donated goods 
and selling tickets to an after-party in the 
hopes of raising $5,000 so Waste Not OC 
can launch a pilot culinary program geared 
toward juveniles on probation. 

“More often than not, artists are looked 
upon as being selfish and not caring about 
other people, and we want to show that 
we’re artists, and we want to give back, 
especially as the younger generation,” says 
Ferrer of Locally Grown Collective, which 
originally brought the idea of a large-scale 
charity event to Pruong. “We just want to 
show that we’re out here trying to make 
it better.” 

Adds Pruong, “People just think fes¬ 
tivals are an excuse to go get drunk and 
do drugs and check out music, but really 
there’s a lot more of a back story behind 
it. I was a troubled teenager myself. I’ve 
been in and out of jail, so it really hit home 
that [Waste Not OC organizers are] trying 
to go out of their way to make something 
happen for these kids.” 


At the heart of the music, art and good 
intentions that culminate in Konsept’s 
annual blow-out, however, is a new gen¬ 
eration of contemporary artists who are 
all finding their creative home in Santa 
Ana. The estimated 200 people involved 
with putting on and participating in the 
festival represent a potential Orange 
County Renaissance. Teeming with end¬ 
less gallery space, pop-up music venues, 
open-minded residents, and a spirit of 
collaboration and camaraderie that sees 
no race, class, gender or ethnic lines, 
downtown Santa Ana is solidifying itself 
as a regional art hub where newcomers 
can present and explore self-expression 
in all mediums. 

“I’m from Northern California, but 
I moved to Orange County three years 
ago,” says DJ Sarisuk, who, under his 
Feel Good Collective umbrella, organized 
the after-party at Native Son Alehouse. 
“Downtown Santa Ana reminds me so 
much of home, and that’s why I love it. 
It’s different here, and over time, it’s only 
going to grow, and it’s nice to be a part 
of that.”

Zine On Screen 


A behind-the-scenes look at BRGRTV

T his week, at least 1,500 kids 
from all over the world will 
tune into the weekly show 
BRGRTV. The 10-minute epi¬ 
sodes play out like YouTube zines. Think 
of it as the propaganda arm of Burger 
Records, the ruling party in the Orange 
County music scene. Go to any local 
venue—the Observatory, the Yost, your 
stoner buddy’s sweaty garage, even James 
Franco’s Instagram—and you’ll see a 
Burger pin or T-shirt with that catchy pop 
slogan "I’m a Burger bitch.” 

The Burger Records backroom is some¬ 
thing of a local legend, with tales of a 
Wayne’s World sloppy charm drifting out 
as though pot smoke. Tapes are stacked 
high, and WWE plays on the TV. “This is 
the wiener of wrestling,” co-founder Sean 
Bohrman explains, packing a bowl. 

Lee Rickard, the spicy-mustard eccen¬ 
tricity of Burger enters the room, grabs 
a seat. Jack Sample and Steele O’Neal, 
barely out of their teens, sit on the couch 
as they edit the latest BRGRTV episode. 

“What do we call this one?” Sample asks 
about episode 89. He’s tall, lanky, with big 
glasses like an updated Buddy Holly. 

O’Neal doesn’t miss a beat, responding, 
“The Claw.” 

It’s been almost two years since 
Bohrman and Rickard called Sample and 
O’Neal into the shop to produce the show. 
“We heard about Jack through our friend 
Chrissie,” Bohrman recalls. “She was like, 
there’s this kid at school who’s wearing 
punk shirts and shit.” 

Later that year, Sample shot Between 
Two Buns: The Burger Records Story, a 
short project for a high-school documen¬ 
tary class. With its frenetic editing, fast 
pace and irreverency, it served as a stylis¬ 
tic blueprint for BRGRTV. 

“It started as a joke,” Rickard explains. 
“We met Steele, and we were like, ‘Oh, my 


God, you’ve got to meet Jack. Two Holly¬ 
wood names!”’ 

“[Steele] would spend all his time in the 
shop, and then buy, like, one Jackson 5 
seven-inch,” Sean continues. “He also told 
us about Cherry Glazerr.” 

Fronted by 17-year-old Clementine 
Creevy, Cherry Glazerr is now one of the 
more popular local bands on Burger’s 
label. “That’s the whole point of the show,” 
Lee says. He takes a hit and glances up 
at the WWE match. “All the kids in the 
neighborhood know that Clementine has 
an aura. We put her on BRGRTV, and 1,500 
kids, wherever they may be, know she has 
fucking star power.” 

It’s about putting a face on the music. 
“The way we look at it is we can place 
ourselves where Albert Maysles and DA 
Pennebaker were, just hanging around the 
Stones and Bob Dylan,” Sample says. 

It’s an apt analogy. Sample and O’Neal 
are prominent at Burger Records, push¬ 
ing to expand the little room that is local 
music. You’ll be watching Feeding People 
crush a packed show at the record shop, 
then cut to static, an ’80s commercial, and 
then La Sera talking about why they live 
in Southern California. 

“Most of that aesthetic comes [from] 
having a four-day turnaround,” Sample 
explains. “And from that kind of momen¬ 
tum and energy, a lot of really cool stuff 
starts happening.” 

That cool stuff includes King Tuff play¬ 
ing to a crowd of ecstatic kids in Australia 
(episode 24), James Franco (episode 36) 
and an 18-minute Mac DeMarco spotlight. 

‘When 10-year-old kids see this, they’re 
going to fucking accelerate a generation and 
fast forward into cool music and subcul¬ 
ture,” Rickard says. “Rock & roll. Live foot¬ 
age. Interviews_Whatever MTV stopped 

doing, that’s what we’re going to do.”

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A Few Good Men 

I nstead of becoming a superstar, the goal of Aric 
Damm of the Irvine-based group the Brevet is to 
create music meant to comfort and give strength 
to people suffering from life's trials. That his self- 
produced music has caught the ears of music 
supervisors, who have included it in various tele¬ 
vision programs such as 90210, is a bonus. As the 
band finish their second album, to be released 
this fall, we discuss their penchant for Civil War 
history and recording songs in trailer parks. 

OC WEEKLY; On your site, it mentions that 
you guys recorded your first album in a trailer- 
park studio? 

ARIC DAMM: Yeah, we were recording in a 
clubhouse in a mobile-home park. 

So, it's kind of like a do-it-yourself type of stu¬ 
dio situation? 

Yeah, it's very much that. We're recording, mixing 
and mastering it all ourselves. 

Well, it sounds really good... very solid work. 
Thank you. Actually, the mobile-home park was 
perfect for it. You know, it's all wooden, and it 
happened to be great for us. It's a fun environ¬ 
ment, and it inspired us in a lot of ways. 

The Brevet is a reference to a military warrant 
What is the connection between the band's 
name and your overall lyrical theme? 

I like to think we have lyrics that we craft in a 
way that's hopefully inspiring in overcoming 
certain obstacles, and our band name derives 
from the brevet rank in the Civil War, [which] 
was a rankthat was ceded for honor and merit. 
Once you received that rank, you didn't actually 
get paid any bonus for the things you did—kind 
of like how we're not in this for certain aspects 
of money or anything like that. We're doing it 
because it's something we really love doing and 
we're passionate about. And we hope to inspire 
listeners with our lyrical content in that sense. 
How did you get your music into the hands of the 
music supervisors who featured it on 90210 or 
any of the other various shows? 

We signed with the licensing company [Platform 


LocalsOnly

Music Group], and they have been fantastic and 
gotten us into so many phenomenal places. We 
couldn't be happier. 

Is the partnership like that of a manager, or...? 
In a way. Music supervisors will come to a 
licensing company and go, "We're looking for 
these types of songs, with this type of emotion," 
and they will pitch certain songs to the supervi¬ 
sors for television shows, films and whatnot. And 
from there, it just kind of builds, and people start 
hearing your name; they start knowing about 
your band more, and they start looking at you 
under a microscope a little bit more. 

Your lyrics predominantly depict an overwhelm¬ 
ing world in which people must struggle to see 
the Light. To what extent does having grown up in 
Irvine inspire these feelings? 

I don't think it necessarily has to do with me grow¬ 
ing up in Irvine; I actually went to school atthe 
University of Nebraska in the Midwest. The humil¬ 
ity and change of pace from people out there is 
what drew me to that school, and it inspired me in 
certain ways—by the pace of the city, by the pace 
of the people in town.... They're much more hum¬ 
ble people. But as far as overcoming battles and 
obstacles, I just think that's a [through line] in many 
people's lives. And if I can depict that in lyrics and 
inspire someone, that's my main goal. I don'tthink 
it comes from being in Irvine or Nebraska.
